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Ten Republicans join Democrats 
for historic judgment on president

WASHINGTON — Wednesday was a low point 
in American history. 

The House voted 232-197 to impeach Presi- 
dent Donald Trump on charges he incited an in- 
surrection last week, prompting a violent mob to 
storm the U.S. Capitol and occupy and vandalize 
asymbol of American democracy. Five people 
died in the attack. 

It was the second time the Democrat-majority 
House voted to impeach Trump, who becomes 
the only president to have suffered the sanction 
twice. The House impeached Trump in 2019 
without a single Republican vote on charges of 
obstruction of Congress and abuse of office. 

The charges in 2019 stemmed from Trump’s 
dealings with the president of Ukraine, whom 
Trump urged to investigate Joe Biden, and came 
after a lengthy investigation and testimony from 


multiple government officials. The Republi- 
can-controlled Senate did not convict Trump. 

This time, 10 House Republicans joined Dem- 
ocrats in voting to impeach. 

“He must go,’ said House Speaker Nancy Pelo- 
si, D-Calif., “He is a clear and present danger to 
the nation that we all love.” 

Lawmakers spent the day in debate over the 
historical consequences of seeking to remove a 
president whom Pelosi has called “unhinged.” 

When the vote was finally announced, no 
one clapped. No one cheered. It was a somber 
moment. 

President-elect Biden, in a statement released 
Wednesday evening, laid the blame for the Cap- 
itol mayhem at Trump’s feet. 

“This criminal attack was planned and coordi- 
nated. It was carried out by political extremists 
and domestic terrorists, who were incited to
